e. Some of the mutineers, 

considering the matter of taking 

the ship >>s good as accomplished, 

broke Into the compartment where 
the wine* was stored, and helped 
iiiselves. Others, seeing a 
plentiful supply of the beverage at 
hand, drank also, and in the course 
of a couple of hours two-thirds of 
their number were drunk. 

Unfortunately, their leader kept 
sober, ami succeeded in keeping the 
rest of his men In like condition* 

Nevertheless aftei holding a consul- 
tat ion with my two oflieers, I decid- 
ed to make an attempt to suppress 
the mutiny. Realizing what kind 
of a crew I had to deal with, I had 
before leaving the east taken a sup- 
ply of arms to my cabin. As soon 
as it appeared that the orgie was 

nol likely to go futther I called my 
officers and my four men to my ca- 
bin, armed them, and together we 
went out, and I called for those of 
the crew who were sober to come 
forward. They did so, and it was 
evident from their looks that they 
intended to put up a fight. I knew 
they were armed, though they kept 
their arms out of sight. Hince it 
their nature to tight, there was 
every reason why they should at- 
tempt to Carry out their purpose of 
taking the ship. 

I Intended to talk with them, en 
deavoring to persuade them to re- 
turn to duty, bui they did not give 
me an opportunity. They had 
traversed but half distance between 

them and us, when their leader said 
something in a tongue I did not 

understand. Then some drawing 
pistols ami SO me knives, they made 
a rush for us, and a lively light 

commenced. 

We drove them back, with one of 
theil men and one of ours lying on 
the deck. But, lallied by their 
leader, they returned and this time 
succeeded in dropping two of our 
incur- the second ofiieor and a sea- 
man — out of the light While they 
hut one man, leaving them 
nine to our four men. We had 
Stronger Stuff in us, but they were 

more agile, and could better avoid 

our blows, the principal weapons 
>h side being cutlasses. 

The odds were now much against 

us. Wo were preparing for a third 
attack when on our sfarhoaid quar- 
ter I saw a Ship.

WONDERS OF THE AMAZON. 

M. DeFaria writes there is pro- 
bably no region of the world In 
which Nature wears so rich and 
lUXUrlOUS a garb as in those low- 
lands through which the mighty 
Amazon winds its course. Prime- 
val forests of majestic trees, a rich, 
thick undergrowth, insects and 
birds of rare beauty, deadly reptiles 
and fierce beasts, all combine to 
make it the fitting set lino for 

adventure and romance. Here 

Nature holds her most intimate 
secrets for science to discover, but, 
alas, she also offers rubber and do* 
Oile natives for exploitation by the 
SOUlleSS capitalist. 

It was Mr, Woodroffo's evil fate 
to be enmeshed in the rubber in- 
dustry, ami his book is largely the 
story of what he saw and what he 

endured when be was in those toils, 
ami of how at last he escaped from 
them, lie is studiously moderate,

Oliver C. Meniur, aged 35, said 
to be a Chicago traveling man, 
kilted himself in his room in a Nash- 
ville hotel some time during Tues- 
day night or Wednesday morning. 

ilis body was found Wednesday 
afternoon on a bed in his room a* 
the Windsor Hotel on Broadway, 
near Tenth Avenue, a blue steel 
revolver being clutched tightly in 
his right hand. In the opinion of 
the police, the man had been dead 
several hours. 

A bullet hole through the right 
temp's told the storj 

Near him was a note addressed to 
the clerks of the hotel, thanking 
them for the courtesies that had 
been extended, Meniur was a deaf 
mute. He had told the clerks at 
the hotel his homo was in Chicago. 
The note requested that none of his 
relatives there lie notified.

Meniur registered at the Windsor 
at 3 o' clock Tuesday morning, hav- 
ing just come to the city from 
Louisville.
